In referring to the appearance of a 


black whale at Kittery Point one day 
last week I P Miller in his Sunday cor- 
respondence.to the Boston Globe tells 
the following story of the appearance of 
a whalo in the river some years ago: " . 


There was a grand whaling excite- 


ment on the Piscalaqna 'one time, a 
good many years ago, which caused a 
practical suspension of business in tne 
town for the best part of a week, and 
furnished an era to date from for years 
afterward. 
The story ot the affair, as 


related by one of the oldest residents of 
the city, who saw the whole of it and 
ramenibers it vividly, is not nninteres- 
ting. 


The whale, a good sized fineback, had 


been swimming around off the harbor 
and in the river for several days, feed- 
ing on the alewives, with which the 
water swarmed, and on a Tuesday went 
up through one of the spans of Ports- 
mouth bridge. It was an unlucky ex. 
ploit for him, for though he caine down 
to the bridge a dozen times or more in 
tue succeeding three days he was never 
able to find his way through to escape. 


Wednesday morning a boatman com- 


ing to town from Eliot saw the whale 
spouting off Long beach. 


The news that there was a whale in 


the river above the bridge quickly 
spread, and pretty nearly the entire 
population of the town thronged to the 
river banks, from Freeman's poiut to 
about where the Portsmouth & Dover 
railroad bridge now is, to greet tbe dis 
tinguished visitor; and ,,the opposite 
side of the river was almost as thickly 
sprinkled with the residents of Kittery, 
Eliot and York. 


On tbe surface of tLe river were boats 


by the dozen and the score, manned by 
parsons armed with 
rifles, ducking 


queen's arms and horse pistols, with 
which they blazod away industriously 
at the unlucky whale, the 
fusilade 


sounding like a hot infantry skirmish 
or an extra patriotic Fourth of July. 
That the gunners did not kill each 
other or some of the people on the 
shore, was miraculous. But they didn't 
and neither did they kill the whale, al- 
though they fired lead enough at him, 
had it all penetrated his carcass, to 
have anchored him at the bottom of the 
river for all time, possibly to be des- 
cribed by «ome scientist of future ages 
as a unique fossil, which in life evident- 
ly consisted principally of lead, or at 
least fed on that metal. 


Most of the stores in town remained 


closed day after day, and there were no 
sessions of the public schools; store- 
keepers, customers, teachers and pupils 
all were on the banks of the river from 
daylight till dark. 


On the Saturday morning after tbe 


whale went up through the bridge a 
new enemy appeared in the shape of a 
man with, a harpoon. 
This was Ben- 


ning Willey, and he was in a yawl boat 
with the late Daniel H. Spinney and 
several other men, whose names are 
forgotten. Snch n clumsy outfit would 
stand a poor chance of getting within 
striking distance of a whale in the open 
sea, but the poor creature in the river 
bad been so long harassed and driven 
about that it was au easy matter to get 
near him, and Mr. Willey "fastened" in 
good shape. 


Col Decrtur of Kittery, in another 


boat, had a lance, and in a couple of 
hours after the whale was fastened to he 
was dead, and towed ashore on the Kit* 
tery side of the river just above the 
bridge. The grand holiday was over 
This was in 1826. 


The next day the whale was towed 


down through tbe bridge to a bit of 
beach now covered by one of the build- 
ings of J A and A W Walker, screened 
with canvas and pat on exhibition at 
fourpence—6 1-4 cents—a head, i For 
several days the exhibitors fairly coined 
money, 'people coming from towns as 
far as 20 miles away to see the leviathan 
bat at length the carcass became so 
powerful that people conld smell it 
pretty nearly 20 miles aw&y, and it was 
towed across the river to a little island 
at the easterly end of Badger's island 
called Squash island on the government 
charts, where the blabber was stripped 
off aud tried out. 


This whale was 51 feet long and 16 


feet in diameter through tbe • thickest 
part of the body.

while ho listed, more than half a dozen

One of the Most KfuimrVable Cue* of 


Jail Breaking on H«cord—Accomplished 
by a lV»t Which Almost Bordered on 
the lUnuMlouii. 


It is one thing to catch a thiel and it 


is another thiug to hold him. During u 
meeting of the chiefs of police of all tho 
larger cities of tho United States aud 
Canada, which occurred at Milwaukee, 
there wore reminiscences of remarkable 
captures and of escapes which bordered 
closely upon the miraculous. 


"Tho most remarkable escape from 


prison that 1 can recall," said William 
A. Piukerton, "was that of Frank 
Steadumu tiom the San Queut:n prison 
But I'll not. toll you about it, for liere 
is John Glass, who caught Steftdiuan 
and soiit him back to Sau Cjuontin." 


Chief Glass pinched tho brown im- 


perial on his under lip reflectively foi 
a moment bufore he responded to the 
looks of inquiry bent upon him by tho.se 
uot familiar with the story. 


"Tho escape to which you refer. Pin 


kerton, was made after I sent Steadinan 
to Sail Queutiu and not before. I wad 
not the fortunate one to get him after 
that last wonderful break. Aud to tell 
the truth, I have never taken to myself 
much credit for taking him the tiuio 1 
did, for it was to a considerable degree 
a matter of pood fortune. 
You see, \ve 


were just at that time keeping our eyes 
open for a bank iobber by the name of 
Barnes, who had gone iuto one of tho 
banks out there, covered tho one man 
who happened to be alone in tho place 
at tho time, Socked him up in the vault, 
and then coolly walked out of tho hank 
and out of sight with all the 1'ui'ds oe 
could get his bauds on. 


"One day a nmu answering closely 


the description we had of Barnes step 
ped off the train at Los Angeles. 
\Yo 


took him in tow at once, but found 
wo did uot have the bird wo were after 
However, wo managed to hold him 
long enough to find out that ho was 
1'rank Steadman, who had become no 
torious even at that time ana huccessful 
jail breaker, lie had lour or five escapes 
from prison in Krathcrn Indiana credit 
ed to him. had got away from .Toliet 
aud had still seven years to do at-tlio 
Illinois prison; had also been, at tfau 
Quentm, and had escaped from there 
with five jears unfinished. 


Steadman was a machinist by pro- 


fession, aud a burglar by inclination. 
When, lie was sent back to San Ct'tn ntin 
to fluish his time, he was put to work 
with other convicts in the engine room 
It was hero that an idea came into IHK 
brain that for absolute daring and fcir 
lebsiiesswas typical of the man. He had 
noticed that every evening at the tune 
tho men working in the engine room 
were lined up to be marched away, tho 
machinery w^s stopped at exactly the, 
fianio moment. Ho hud observed as well 
that a window leading to an adjacent 
roof was not far from the top of the lug 
driving belt of the engine. From that 
roof it wai possible to reach the outer 
wall of tho iiiisuii. Beyond the \sall 
\vns freedom. Ho had escaped so many 
times th.it hK mind inverted again and 
again 10 tho window high up on the 
wall (jf tho engine room. Apparently it 
was beyond all 
poh&ibility nf being 


reached. Ko ladder was to be obtained. 
Had such n thing been evoii standing 
in place against tho wall, to break 
from tho lino amd scale it with catlike 
dfstcrity, although the work of but a 
few bci'unds, ho well km w would be. 
futile, possibly fatal. Bullets tra\el 
faster than legs, and tho guards were 
not bad shots. But desperate deeds de- 
mand desperate sneaiis. Some minds 
may work with an ingenuity born of 
despair, but Sreadmuu's wax of a differ- 
ent caliber. His plans \vero tho out- 
growth of steadfast optimism. 


"One day there came to him as if by 


inspiration the thought that tho big belt 
might bo tho means of carrying him to 
his goal. He found that it was impossi- 
ble to count the revolutions of the driv- 
ing wheel, but there wore lacings in 
iho broad belt, whioh he was able to 
distinguish as a sort of blur as it passed 
a given point. For days and days he 
counted, and in his eel! at night he 
spent his time in calculations. Jlr dis- 
covered the exact number of revolutions 
the wheel maclo per minute. He learned 
also by constant observation just how 
many times tho bell went round after 
the engine was shut down. 


"One evening, when the lino had 


been formed as usual at the close of tho 
day's worR and as the big wheel began 
to lose its momentum, suddenly a cou 
vict sprang from the line, leaped to the 
belt, with outstretched arms grappling 
both edges of the broad leather. Ho hac 
calculated well the strength that wonlc 
be required, for the terrific wrench die 
not loosen his grasp. Outward and up 
ward he swung until he reached the 
topmost point of the circumference. The 
nicety of his calculation had reaped its 
reward. Tho belt stopped. He leaped to 
his feet, sprang through the •window 
and was gone before convicts or guards 
had recovered from their astonishment 
Ho caught up a guard's coat and hat 
dropped from the wall and got away ii 
tho dusk of the evening. I am inclined 
to believe that as a mathematical propo 
sitiou that was about as perfect a piece 
of work as any man ever accomplished.' 


"Aud did he got away without re 


capture?" some one asked. 


'' No, I am almost sorry to say, he di< 


not," answered the Los Angeles chief 
"for that ought by rights to bo tho do 
uonement of such a story, which com 
bines «o much of daring and cleverness. 
Steadmau was taken again in a shor 
time and put to work at his old .job 
There arc bars over that high window 
above the big drive belt now. Not Ion, 
after this Steadman cut and nearly ki)l 
cd cue of the other convicts and is now 
serving out an additional sentence fo 
attempted murder at tho Folfaom prison 
which is situated some 28 miles from 
Sacramento." Chicago Inter Ocean.

uberance of feeling that their welcome 
seemed cold, "How are you, old chap?" 
being generally the most affectionate 
greeting heard. 
One lady ran up to 


an officer as he emerged from the train, 
threw her arms around his neck and 
kissed him. He submitted, but rather 
sharirefacedly, as though it was alto- 
gether a too demonstrative proceeding 
for a British olllcer to be guilty of. 


It was when the battalion etnerged 


from the police-guarded station that the 
enthusiasm brokeout in the dense masses 
of people gathered to welcome the sol- 
diers home, and their march from the 
station to their barracks was In the na- 
ture of a triumphal progress. On ar- 
riving at their barracks, the war-stated 
Grenadiers received a splendid welcome 
from the ott'er battalions of guardB, 
whose massed bands played "The Brit- 
ish Grenadiers" and "The Return of the 
Guards." 
Thore were many pathetic scenes. The 


men looked gaunt and weary, instead of 
the, strapping fellows who left London, 
and there wero hundreds of touching 
reunions of the men with their wives or 
sweethearts. The second battalion of 
Grenadier guards entertained their com- 
radies at dinner, and, as may be expect- 
ed, there were lively scenes about the 
barracks until late that night.

Wherefore, it is not un- 
likely that the Americans, following the 
course of fair, thorough consideration 
of all the original or counter proposi- 
tions will, to the limit of fruitful possi- 
bility, accord patient consideration of 
each thought projected, by Uie ft>pu.n- 
lartte. Thus 'it 'is fa.lr"to c&nciude that 
the Americans' daily sess-ionsrfuring the 
recess intervals will be fully engrossed.
